‘The convention met at half pastenine 
o'clock, and was called to order by the 
chair. 

Prayer by Hon. J. D. Stewart. 

Dr. Cariton said that as the business of 
the convention was over he hoped the ma- 
jority would retire and leave the minority 
to do their duty. [Laughter ] | 

Mr. Livingston said if the anti-Colquitt 
men were in a hurry to get home they could 
go. [Laughter.} 

Mr. Reid, of Putnam, rose and spoke of

‘ruTION from Putnam county. He said they 

-Tmaisrepresented the sentiments of his coun- 
ty. He read a telegram to support this 
opinion. Mr. Reid said be had ail the time 
been for & nomination, and expected to be 
for one ali his life. [Applause. ] 

Mr. Stewart, of Spalding, said the con- 
wention had come here to nominate a gov- 
ernor and state house officers. Said he: ‘I 
yielded to the majority yesterday because I 


_ believe the people desire to have Governor 


Colquitt as his own successor, but I will 
never yield to any effort to turn the state 
over tothe independents. [Great applause. } 
The convention has duties to perform, and 
it should perform them. We must nomi- 
nate state-house officers. I appeal to both 
factions to come together to do this work.” 
{ Applause. } | 

Mr. Warren, of Chatham, said he had no 
enmity of opposition to any man on the floor. 
{Applause ] I desire unanimity and peace. 
I love the state and the democratic party. 
Iam with youin your desire to nominate 
state house officers. There are two officers 
to whom there isno opposition. Mr. Bar-. 
nett, secretary of siate, and Mr. Wright, 
comptroller general. I move that the rules 
be suspended and these gentlemen be vom- 
inated by acclamation. The rules were sus- 
pended and Hon. N.C. Barnett, of Fulton, 
was unanimously nominated for secretary 
of state. 

Hon. Wm. A. Wright, of Richmond was 
unanimously nominated for comptroller 
general. 

The romination of attorney general was 
next in order. 

Colonel Willis A. Hawkins made a 
strong speech in nominating Hon. Robert 
N. Ely. 

Lavender R. Ray, of Coweta, nominated 
Hon. Jobn W. H. Underwood, after a few 
excellent remarks. 

Senator Wellborn seconded this nomina- 
tion, and said the region of Georgia from 
which Judge Underwood came had no rep- 
resentative on the official list, and be deem- 
ed it due to that part of the state to nomi- 
nate Judge Underwood. — 

The chair announced the fuliowing as the 


- committee to notify Governor Colquitt of 


the action of this convention in recom mend- 
ing him for governor:

Mr. Lawson, of Burke, was not present, 
and the chair appointel Mr. Randolph 
Ridgely, of Burke, in his place. 

The ballot for attorney general proceeded. 
When Chatham county was reached Mr. 
Warren nomipated Colonel J. T. Glenn, of 
Fulton. (Applause. ]

There were several ve votes on the 
resolutions, which were hissed on the floors 
aud in the galleries. 

Mr. Imboden, of Lumpkin, offered a reso- 
lution that the minority would support all 
the nominees of the convention under the 
two-thirds rule.

Cries of ‘“‘announce the vote.”’ 
The change of the Harris county delega- 
tion gave Governor Colquitt 224% votes, 
only 83% short of a nomination. 
General Young sgain appealed to the 
convention to make a nomination before 
adjourning, 
There were frequent calls for the vote 
and at last the chair announced that 202 25 
votes had been cast for adjournment ands 
131 1-30 against adjournment. Before de- 
claring the convention adjourned Colonel 
Trammell returned his thanks to the con- 
vention in a brief but handsome 
speech and wished all the members happy 
return to their homes. Hethen declared 
the convention adjourned without a day. 
As this announcement was made the sec 
retary called out: ‘‘All the delegates who 
have been voting for Lester, Hardeman, 
Warner and Gartrell are requested to re- 
main in the hall. [Great cheering by the 
minority and their friends in the ery.)

THE MINORITY 
Remain and Organize the Second 
Convention. 

Mr. Norwood, of Chatham, was called to 
the chair. On taking the chair he said: I 
appreciate the honor you have conferred on 
me. I will state in a few words the object 
of this meeting. Five minutes ago we were 
a partof a convention to nominate state 
officers.

Mr. Warren, of Chatham, moved that a 
committee of nine, with the chairman at 
the head, be appointed to prepare an ad- 
dress to the people and to prepare business 
for the meeting, and that the meeting ad- 
journ to 8:30 at night. Carried. 
The chair appointed as the committee 
under the resolution Messrs Carlton of 
Clarke, Lyon of Bibb, Wilkins of Musco- 
gee, Warren of Chatham, McDowell of Ef- 
fingham, Imboden of Lumpkin, Slaton of 
Echols, Howell of Webster, Brown of Ful- 
ton, Alexander of Cobb, and Hollis‘of Ma- 
rion, 
Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, said that it was not 
certain that the meeting could get the hall 
for a night session. 
Mr. Warren, of Chatham—We represent 
the people of Georgia and this hall belongs 
to the people. [Cheers.] 
The meeting then adjourned to 8:30 
o'clock. 


The Night Session. 
The meeting of the minority at night 
called together a large crowd of spectators. 
The hour to which the meeting adjourned 


was half-past eight, but it was not called to 

order until nearly nine. 
Major Ryalls, of Effingham, created a 

sensation by leading Mr. Livingston, of 

Newton; up the aisle. 

Judge Vason entered the hail and was 

loudly cheered.

Judge Lyons offered the report, which 
was as follows: 

1. That in the aotaton of this meeting of our 
delegates, the nofthe majority of the con- 
vention in recommending Alfred H. Colquitt as 
candidate for governor, without his nomina- 
tion under the rules of the convention, is not 
binding on the people of Georgia, as the action of 
the majority of the delegates in convention is 
revolutionary and disorganized. 

2. That it is the sense of this meeting that the 
people of the state should have a candidate for 
governor who shall represent the principles ad- 
yocated and maintained by the minority in the 
late convention. 

3. That a committee of one from each congres- 
sional district and two from the state at large be 
appointed for the pu ef taking suitable 
action for carrying the fo ing resolution into 
effect, and that the result of their labors be pub- 
lished without delay. 

The report was frequently applauded. 

Dr. Carlton, of Clarke, moved that the 
report be received and adopted. 

r. Jemison moved that the resolutions 
be put seriatim. 

hen the first resolution was reported 
Hon. J. C. Dell, of Screven, said 
that he was one of the minority. 
He desired to define his position in reference 
to these proceedings. e came from an 
anti-Colquitt. county, where the people 
wished a change in the administration. 
[Cheers] Yet my people were willing to 
ubide the action of the convention. I came 
up with these views. I voted on every 
ballot for Mr. Lester, of Sa- 
vannah. But a 1 majority of 
the convention believed the harmony could 
best be preserved by the nomination of 
Governor Colquitt. [Cheers and hisses. 
Mr. Alexander, of Cobb—It seems that 
there are in this hall a number of persons 
who have come bere to disturb us. I bope 
it will not be necessary for us to protect 
ourselves to proceed with our business. 
chair said that order must be pre- 


Mr. Dell continued, and declared that the 
resolutions would inaugurate @new party in 
Georgia. The question is, sha]l we sumbit 
to the inevitable, or shall we begin revolu- 
tion in the party.

There was one gentleman who voted for 
Governor Colquitt on the last ballot whom 
I heard say-¢hat he believed him incompe- 
tent and that his administration was the 
most corru»t Georgia ever had. [Cheers 
and cries of “name bim.’’} 

- Mr. Jemison—No, I wiil not name him. 
We are going before the people on this 
question and they’ shail know 
to what extent these men 
bave been driven to foist upon them a 
man they do not want and will not have. 
Mr. Warren, of Chatham, being called 
for, said he could speak little, as he was 
very weary, but his heart was with those 
who had spoken. The minority had hon- 


estly tried to make a nomination, 
but had _ been revented from 
doing so.

suspicion and worthy of theirsupport. We 
shall discuss the outgoing administration 
fearlessly, no matter whom it may burt.

A Talk With Treasurer Renfroe. 
HE WILL GO BEFORE THE PEOPLE—WHAT HE 
SAYS ABOUT IT. 

A ConsTITUTION man dropped into the treasury 
on yesterday to learn what Colonel Renfro2 pro- 
posed to do about his race, and what was meant 
by the statement made by Colonel Kennon re- 
garding him. , 
We found him at his desk, busy arranging 
some drafts and checks, as coolly as if there was 
not a convention in a thousand miles. 
He said: ‘‘You may say that I will be acandi- 
date for treasurer before the people ofGeorgia and 
will accept the arbitration of the ballot-box.”’ 

“Did you not intend to go before the conven- 
tion?’’ eee 
 “T did. If the convention had nominated a 
full ticket, headed by a candidate for governor, I 
should have abided its decision even ifit had 
been against me. But when they sentthe gov- 
ernor to the people, I felt that I had the right to 
go there too. Iam willing to abide their ver- 


dict.”” ? . 
“When did you determine not to submit to the 


convention ?’’ 

“I felt very much like announcing my deter- 
mination to go to the people, when the conven 
tion failed to nominate a governor. But when I 
saw the race for attorney general, I felt satisfied 
that no man before the convention had any hope 
to get a two-thirds vote. The convention was so 
worn outand tired that I felt it was not in the 
humor to give a patient hearing to any man, but 
that when Mr. Speer and myself had a dead-lock 
on the first ballot, some new man would have 
been put upand nominated. I am sure that I 
would have had a majority of the a but 
I do not think I could have gotten two-thirds ex- 
cept after repeated ballots. I had too much at 
siake.to take this risk, and I felt justified after 
$e convention had set the precedent by remand- 

ng the gubernatorial question to the people, in 
appealing to a higher and more sacred tribunal 
} than any convention can be. My cause is just— 
my record is that of an honest man and an effi- 
cient officer, and I am determined to go before 
the people for a verdict on my course.”’ 

“You maysay in conclusion,’’ Mr. Renfroe 
said, ‘‘that I will get the hearty support of a great 
many members of. the convention. They came 
to me afterward and assured me of this. You re- 
member that I was put before the people by a

TAKES PLACE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


so Oruelly as to Oause Separation, Drags Her 
Iute the Woods and Murders Her, and 
then Seeks Self-Destraction. 

SPRINGrELD, Mass., August 11,—A_ horri- 
bie double tragedy occurred at East Shutes- 
burg last evening, Nelson Phelps, aged 23, 
shooting his girl-wife and then inflicting 
fatal wounds on himself. Three years ago 
Phelps married a girl who, though not thir- 
teen years old, was pretty and well develop- 
ed. It is expected that she did not want to 
marry him, but did so in consequence of 
family pressure. Phelps is a sort of a horse 
jockey, and has no regular occupation. He 
and his wife commenced living at his fath- 
er’s house, but did not agree well together 
from the first, and sometime ago she left 
him, and has since resisted all his attempts 
to make herreturn. Meanwhile he kept 
her clothes, refusing to allow her to take. 
them. Atthe opening of Lake Pleasant 
camp meeting last week she got work ina 
restaurant atthe grounds, and has since 
been there. Yesterday af*ernoon 
Phélps drove over to the ground, and 
calling on her, made anotber effort to in- 
duce her to return-to him. She continued 
to refuse, however, and really he seemed to 
yield the point and told her in a friendly 
way that if she would get into his buggy 
he would drive her home and let her have 
her clothes; and they would part friends. 
She gladly accepted the offer, got into the 
buggy and drove off. The distance from 
the camp ground to that part of East 
Shutesburg, where the Phelpses live is 
about eight miles. When, however, they 
came to Phelps’s house Nelson told bis 
wife that her clothes were not there, but 
were at Mr. Tilson’s house, half a mile 
further on; so they drove on. Between 
the Phelps house and the Tilson house 


is a dense piece of woods.. Nelson drove 
his buggy into the edge of this and told 
his now terrified wife to get out. She re- 
fused, and then he took her up in his arms 
and lifted her out. He then grasped the 
terrified girl about the waist and led her 
down into the deepest part of the wood 
near by abrook. She aged him not tohurt 
her, but-be gaid no word in reply, and she 


‘was helpless in hisiron grasp. At the foot 


of agreat tree he released herand drew 
from his pocket a revolver. Then she knew 
her fate, and falling on her knees before 
him, with tears and sobs she besought him 
to spare her life and not to murder her. 
She promised to live with him, to slave for 
him, to do anything and everything he de. 
sired, if only he would let her live. But 
there was no pity in his face. He raised 
the pistol. She clung around his knees 
and tried to hold the fatal barrel away. 
He fired and she fell back gasping. He fired 
again. She only quivered. Twice more 
he fired, and then she lay quite stil!, with 
ber be staring up on the treetops. All 
four balls had passed through her breast 
and one had found her heart. Then he 
com posed her body decently, drew the skirt 
down over her limbs and went back 
through the forest to where he hitched his 
horse. There he took a box of cartridges 
out of the buggy, deliberately loaded his 
revolver once more, and went back to 
where his wife lay. Then he lay down 
beside her and fired seven bullets into 
his own body, three through the 
lungs and four through the bowels. 
His pistol emptied he found himself still 
alive, but expecting momentarily to die, he 
drew his wife’s head upon his bloody breast 
and stretched himself upon the grass to 
wait theend. But theend did not come. 
Two hours he lay there, from 6 o'clock 
when be shot himself, till 8 o’clock, when 
the forest bad grown dark. Then he rose 
up, and leaving his wife behind, walked 
back to his buggy. He wastoo weak to: 
untie the horse, and socut the rein. Get- 
ting in he drove the animal to Mg. Tilson’s 
house, where the family came out and took 
him in, and he told his awful story. This 
morning he was still alive, neither vomit- 
ing blood nor suffering any pain. His 
death is only a question of a few hours.

The Philadelphia Record publishes sev- 
eral columns of matter concerning the op- 
erations of John Buchauan, who was con- 
nected with a number of medical associa- 
tions, and who, it is said, issued diplomas 
for five dollars, There are reported to be 
fully eleven thousand diplomas from Buch- 
anan’s institutions current throughbvut the 
world, The names of 1,500 appear ir his 
published announcements, while 9,500 do 
not, from the peculiar methods employed 
by Buchanan. His list of graduates 
for 22 years foots up _ 1,500. In 
the present year (1880), although only 
thirty students were in attendance, his list 
of graduates foots up one hundred and five, 
which large number does not include those 
whose diplomas were antedated. The re- 
turns from New Jersey show that for every 
one in his lists there are seven more than 
have been antedated. The number of siu 
dents credited by him to Europe and Ger- 
many isless than twenty. In view of the 
complaints made by our ministers and con- 
suls abroad, this figure is extremely small. 
Buchanan is a Scotchman, and a man of 
ability. He hes written several medical 
works, which were well received. Perhaps 
none possess more shrewdness than he. 

In addition to the names of the graduat«s 
the names of the contributors to Buchanan’s 
Ec'ectic Journal are giyen. The Record 
claims that whilea small proportion of these 
names can be found in the list of graduates, 
nearly all of them hold Buchanan’s diplo- 
mas. The maip reason it is assigned, for 
the omission of so many names from his 
list of graduates was that their college-di 
plomas had been antedated, or else they 
held diplomes from the National medicai 
association run by Buchanan & Co., and said 
to be bogus. 

Buchanan was arrested on June the 9th, 
and sixteen books were captured containing 
express receipts to six hundred fperscns; 
five hundred 1t is claimed received bogus 
diplomas, The others received medicines, 
books, false teeth, etc. The express list re- 
veals, it is claimed, a box of bogus diplomas 
seni to Europe in 1876; the creation of a 
bogus national medical eclectic association 
with branches in each state, and the sales of 
diplomas by Buchanan at $5.

These were among the fifty- four letters cap- 
tured at Buchanan’s college after his arrest, 
abd the contents of the letters, as well as 
the articles, captured sustains the belief 
that he bas carried on the sale of bogus di- 
plomas on a stupendous scale. 

Many of the institutions he was connected 
with had legal charters and many of the 
diplomas are doubtless yenuine. 

We publish a synopsis of the expose by 
the Record, not to throw discredit upon 
those names mentioned in it, but simply as 
a part of the current news of the day. 
Buchanan was a wily, shrewd and able 
man, and doubtless concealed his true char- 
acter from many good men connected with 
him. That many good men were deceived 
y him, seems to be unquestion able. 

Dr. W. W. Durham, a popular and es- 
teemed physician, states in reference to the 
0 ress receipt in his name that in 1870 he 
ered some medicine from Buchanan and 
seusived it. This is about his connection 
with him. 

Dr. W. G. Drake, who is reported as 
contributor to the Eclectic Medical J oureal, 
is one of our most successful and pular 
physicians. He informs us that he did 
write for the Journal an article giving the 
history of an interesting case—the first and 
only articie he contributed to it. 

Those who know these gentlemen of 
course know they have no connection with 
Buchanan’s bogus machine.

THE ‘TWO “PRISONERS 


Whose Conduct Aroused the Suspi- 
cions of the Police. 

Captain Starnes telegraphed Sberiff 
Springfield, at Chattanooga, yesterday, in 
reference to the two men from that place 
whose arrest upon suspicion was chronicled 
in yesterday’s ConstiruTIOoN. The sheriff 
replied: “Don’t know anything about 
Ciark. Bring Evaus” Upon receiving 
this answer Captain Starnes went at once 
to the station-house and released D. L 
Clark from custody. The reporter 
learned that the police had _ rea- 
son to believe that Clark left 
Chattanooga on account of a true bill which 
had been tound against bim for bigamy, 
and therefore arrested him. Captain Starnes 
beard that R. L. Evans ran away from 
that place because- he was_ indicted 
for shooting the marsbal of Chat 
tanooga about a yearago. He heard, also, 
that Evans had shot a Chattanooga police- 
man while attempting to arresthim. When 
the reporter reached the station-house he 
was told Clark had been turned out. Evans 
was there, however, and talked very freely 
He said that he had come to Atlanta to live 
abouta yeerazo—that during his stay here 
he had been employed in Huicaison’s four- 
dry—that eight policemen came to his 
house on Eliiott street on Tuesday 
night and arrested his brother-in-law, 
ID. L, Clark and himself—that they were 
not told why they were arrested, 
but were brought to the station 
house aid locced up. He emphatically 
denied baving shot either the marsnal 
of Chattanooga or a Chattanooga police- 
man at any time during his nat- 
ural life. He said, however, that some 
time during last August an uncle of bis 
named Kirkland opened a saloon in Chat- 
tanooga quite near another saloon kept by 
a person called Isham—that this 
Isham, bein a very mean man, 
got mad cause Kirkland was at- 
tractiag customers and coucluded to break 
bim up. With this intention, Isham sum- 
moned a crowd of roughs and entered Kirk- 
land’s saleon _ night for the purpose of 
beating him; that Kirkland got ouc of the 
way and that four men attacked 
him (Evans). In defending himself, he 
shot at one of bis assailants, a map named 
Rouse, but missed him, and slightly wonnd 
ed aman named Allred, who was simply a 
bystander Evans says that he did not 
leave Chattanooga on account of this diffi 
culty, that he bas never made any effort 
to evade the law. He says further that du 
ring his stay in Atlanta he has constantly 
| met with peuple from Chattanooga, ana 
that his whereabouts have been known al! 
along to the authorities of that 
place. He thinks his arrest at this 
late day has been prompted by the malice 
of the men who attacked him a year ago. 
and says he believes that the reward of 
twenty-five dollars offered by Sheriff 
Springfield was furnished by them. 

Captain Starnes left with Evans for Chat- 
tanooga this morning. The prisoner was 
accompanied by his wife. D. L. Clark says 
that he was kept in a cell a night and a 
day, and has never yet been informed why 
be was arrested. It is proper to state that 
the governor of Tennessee did not issue a 
requisition for R L Evans.

A DAY WITH TANNER: 


Numerous Calis From Doctors and 
Others. 

New York, August 9.—Dr. Tanner kept 
on eating, but at half-past twelve began to 
complain of sore jaws. This was his first 
growl. It was in answer to Dr. Huldah T. 
Campbell, who had inquired whether be 
wanted another beefsteak. He fancied that 
it had better be beef tea. Then he began 
upon another watermelon, saying, “It’s not 
very often that I think much about eating, 
but just at the present that’s my principal 
business; indeed it’s wy only business; usn- 


ally it’s a matter of secondary importance ”’ 
Here Dr. Tauner sct aside his dish of water- 
melon and took a sip of wine. Then here- 
quested his brother-in-law to step down 
stairs and get a giassof milk, expiaining, 
‘‘My stomach grabs ateverything. There’s 
no time for anything to sour.” This was 
his answer to tbe question whether wine 
and milk would assimilate. After drink- 
inga gobletof muiik he descended to Dr. 
Guon’s office and read proof sheets for fif- 
teen minutes and then ascended to his own 
room and lay down. 

At aquarter of two Dr. Tanner arose and 
ate stewed potatoes with a relish, and an 
hour later called for milk, saying, ‘I’m 
doing well. Sleep wiilcomeafter | appease 
| the stomach and get the secretions all right 
i bave bad many pleasant naps, but no long 
sleep. The system needs fvod more than 
sleep just now.’’ At twenty minutes past 
three be drank another goblet of milk, and 
ten minutes later Dr. Guno rubbed him 
briskly. Then he fell to at a watermelon, 
and he was still eating watermelon when 
Professor J. R Buchanan called at twenty 
minutes to four. The two conversed dis- 
cursively and Dr. Tanner said, ‘I haven't 
thought much about the future. I have a 
hatful of offers—oue of $2,700 and expenses, 
frowa San Francisco, to go to the Pacific slope 
and lecture, is the most tempting. I shouid 
like to see the Pacific states. So, you see, | 
shall not want tor employment. You can 
hardly conceive the satisfaction I have bad 
in eating since I bit that first peach in 
Ciarendon hail at noon yesterday.”’ 

Dr. Wark entered the room with the beef 
soup that Dr. Tanner had ordered ou find- 
ing his jaws becoming painful under the al- 
most incessant work they had been doing 
for sO many hours, and when Dr. Reiley 
went away and Dr. Vaill nt appeared ou 
the scene Dr, Tanner was busying himself 
with a bowi of beef soup and twe slices of 
wheat bread. 

Professor Van der Weydeand wife arrived 
at 4 o’clock, and Dr. ‘lanner’s bread and 
soup had vanished. Ale had been called 
for, and the doctor tasted it, but put it 
aside, saying that he preferred milk. Then 
be lay down, and the physicians and other 
visitors conversed in whispers; but at a 
quarter past four Dr. Tanner began to talk, 
and it was Clear that sleep was not what bis 
system required. He was as buoyant as he 
had been ail day, and as his brother-in-law, 
Mr. Gardner, began to plan for starting for 
bis home in Ohio Dr, Tanner arose in bed 
and aided in packing a valise with photo- 
graphs and other things that he desired to 
seid to his father and sister in Litchfield. 

At 5o’clock he aruse aud went to his easy 
rocking chair, and while he was eatinga 
bowl of, beef tea and milk that had been 
cooked as one preparation, he and bis 
brouber-in-law .talked of family affairs. 
I'he doctor’s tace had a healthy glow, and 
he was bright and happy, feeling stronger 
every hour. Seven minutes later, having 
finished his beef tea and milk, he said, 
vivaciously, ‘“‘Now you'll give me some 
more of that wine to top off with: it will 
answer until time for my next meal, fifteen 
minutes from now.” 

But the doctor’s next meal was fated to be 
put off longer than that, for the entrance of 
Dr. Jarvis, of Bellevue hospital, changed the 
drift of ‘thought from alimentary sub- 
stances to chirurgery and therapeutics, Dr, 
Jarvis said that he was profoundly inter- 
ested in Dr. Tanner's blood, especialiy after 
seeing a drop of it under Dr. Van_ der 
Weyde’s microscope, and that fie had ob- 
served in it that pecaliar condition which 
is visible in the blood of consumptives.

aidressing one of the stoics of the faculty, 
adding, inan undertone that was clearly 
habituai, ‘Don’t be alarmed.”’ 


“Oh, I'm not afraid of anything,” Dr. 
Tanver retorted on the instant, yet with en- 
tire composure; and all the pbysiciar®% in 
the room applauded as he bared his left 
arm for the phlebotomizing, saying, *‘ You'll 
find a marked difference between my 
biood to-day and that which you saw 
terday.

Professor Faraday has 
said there is enough electricity in a tes- 
spoonful of water to make a respeciabie 
flash of lightning, and I believe it; it's 
there, certainly.” 

Dr. Jarvis here wound a ligature around 
Dr. Tanner’s left forefinger and drew two 
drops of blood, one for himself and one 
for Dr. Tuttle, who wanted some for micro- 
scopical examination. The blood was 
spread ont between two planes of glass, 
which Dr. Jarvis instantly. sealed with ce- 
ment, saying, “That will keep and be as it 
is at this minute ten years hence” 
Then, addressing Dr. Tanner: ‘You have 
plenty of blood, but it doesn’t flow so freely 
as it would in health; it coagulates imme- 
diately upon exposure to air and resembles 
the blood of a fever patient; it turns black, 
you see; itis not yet thoroughly oxygenized. 
You haven’t had much iron, iron that gives 
a bright red color to the blood.” 

At five minutes past six o’clock Dr. Tan- 
ner stepped upon the scale aud turoed the . 
beam at 130 pounds. 
“Three pounds and a half gained in six 
hours since noon to-day!’’ was all that the 
dumbfounded pbysicians could say, and } ity 
passed from lip to lip. 
*At length Dr. Tanner explained, ‘I’ ve | 
been eating solid food since morning, and | 
hence the rapid augmentation in weight | 
since noon.

But granting that bis fool-hardy, starvation ex- 
—— was fairly conducted, which is far from 

ing establisned according to the strict rules of 
judicial procedure iu this region, what possible 
relation does the boasted result bear to the teach- 
ings and practice of the regular profession of 
medicine, eiiher to enhance vor to impugn its in- 
tegrity? If it was honestly made itsresulis be:ong 
to the field of physiology, not to the _ prac- 
tice of medicine, regular or otherwire, 
Physiology bears to practical medicine about the 
same relation that meteorology does to practical 
agriculture; it would be just as sensible, there- 
fore to assume that all the farmers in Georgia 
should hide their facesin shame, because a few 
new points had been made by experiment in me- 
teorology as to Say that the reguiar profession of 
medicine should blushin virtue of a mere phys- 
iological eXperiment by one Tanner iu New 
York. 

And suppose, for argument’s sake, a great fact 
has been ascertained iu Tanuer’s particular case, 
does it aecessarily follow that any man, or wo- 
man, or child, in proportion to age, could survive 
under the same conditions for one-half of forty 
days? One swallow does not make a summer. 
A strong-willed fanatic starving forty days for 
notoriety and the prospective quid pro 
quo, is quite a different thing from putting the 
same trial upon ordinary people, even in health, 
aud infinitely more if Jaboring under the exhaus- 
tion of disease. Alopathic physicians have never, 
to our knowledge, denied that it was possible for 
one to survive forty days without food, while im- 
bibing at the same time water ad libitum. They 
well know, too, that a thousand experiments 
have proved the fact that few persons can live 
— ten days deprived of both food and wa- 


ere may be that we are too old-fogyish, but we 
freely confess inability to see, not only in what 
respect Tanner's so-called experiment condemns 
the regular practice of medicine, but how, as 
well, it gives any profitable results 
for science or the irregular practice. 
The exceeding lIcose and unreliable manner 
in wLich it was conducted from beginning to end, 
alone deprives it effectually of any scientific 
value it might otherwise have had. 

But let it have been managed with the utmost 
fairness avd scientific accuracy, where do its 
wonderful results for the good of mankind come 
in? They may not strike an old fogy’s mind 
We will try to apply it to sume portion of the 
common sense, with which Governor Brown, re- 
cently in oes. demolis:.ed a proposal to erect 
in the state of Massachusetts a great national ra}- 
road bridge-iron testing machine. Where will 
you apply the teachings of this grand experi- 
ment? To menin perfect health? There can be 
ro practical question at issue for such an applica- 
tion now. Will you utilize them atthe bedside of 
the sick? In the prostration and exhaustion of 
disease ? 

What phrsician endowed with a grain of com- 
mon sense would assume the responsibility of de- 
nying, under ordinary cenditious, uutritious food 
in proper quantities to his patient, because of 
this or any other so called scientific experiment’ 

We will state a fact for the consideration of 
these wiseacres, who are runping mad over Tan- 
ner’s charlatancy. It is still remembered by the 
ex-confederate surgeons and svldiers surviving 
among us that towards the close of the recent 
war, as provisions and nutritious hospital food 
became scarce in the army, our poor, half-fam- 
ished svidiers, when wounded or stricken with 
disease, died by thousands in the hospitals de- 
spite all the care and skill of their medical at- 
tendants. When men are sick under the most fa- 
vorable conditions, they still require food even 
more than drugs for their restoration to health; 
and lacking this they die, with stores of medi- 


ne. 

it was the boast a d real glory of Dr. Graves, of 
England, that he ‘Ted fevers;’’ and from his won- 
derfvl success and the teaching of more receut 
laborers in the cause of medical truth, the pro- 
fession in this country and kurupe were fast 
emerging from the ignorance and barbarism, to 
which the admirers of Dr. Tanner would seem to 
remand the world. 

1 veuture the prediction that this loose, unpro- 
fessional experiment, will cost this land of won- 
ders and isms hundreds of lives and many of 
them more valuable to the country than a whole 
car-load of such men asthe notorious experi- 
menter. 

I make another prediction: that now, since 
Tanner's experiment has established the fact that 
regular and sersib!e practitioners of medicine are 
alldupes and shame-faced fools, it will in no 
great while, be announced thatit has likewise 
effectually squelched and — out ¢ hristi-

A young man 
whose name we did not learn, was thrown back- 
ward from the top of the roof, alighting on his 
back in the gutter, some feet below. Had he 
turned in falling he would inevitably have fallen 
to. the ground below, a distance of seventy feet. 
Others of the party were stunned by the shock, 
but all were in a fair way of recovery. Had the 
bolt struck a few minutes sooner, while the truss 
was being raised, it is fearful to think what the 
damage may have been.
